Muskogee went through the holi­ 
day season nobly from the stand­ 
point of the waiter. 
Many $2 tips 
were given during Christmas and 
$5 was not uncommon. 
Smaller 
gifts were innumerable. 
Musicians 
left their chairs to find on arrival 
at their rooms that dollar bills 
were concealed here mid there in 
music rolls. 
Nobody who took any 
regular prominent part in furnishing 
service was overlooked. 
“I haven't any way to approxi­ 
mate the amount of money given 
away here in tips during Christ­ 
mas," said the veteran waiter, “but 
I believe it would reach thousands. 
Of course, I do not say that every 
single waiter in Muskogee received 
a cash tip. 
It may have been that 
new faces in strange places did not 
appeal to the patron and some few] 
may have been missed. 
I do say, 
however, that everybody furnishing

Germany up till a Ute hour tonight 


Brussels reports of a German 
government overthrow are not con­ 
firmed from any other source and 
it may be noticed that the messages 
themselves carry their own quali­ 
fications emphasizing the lack of 
positive information. 
News dispatches from Germany 
are ordinarily at least 24 hours 
in reaching this country and the 
latest messages from Berlin received 
Friday bore Thursday's date. These 
messages indicated unsettled con­ 
ditions of labor in the vicinity of 
Essen and the Rehr industrial dis­ 
trict but the unrest reported did 
not appear to be of unusual signifi­ 
cance.

MEXICO CITY, Jan. IO.—Flames 
are still being emitted by the new 
volcano at San Miguel in the west­ 
ern part of Vera Cruz, according 
to advices received here last night. 
It is stated that volcanic dust has 
floated as far as 20 miles east of 
the new crater. Every vilUge in 
that vicinity has been destroyed, 
while lava and floods of contaminat­ 
ed water are inundating the district 
near the crater. 
Refugees from San Miguel con­ 
firm early reports telling of numer­ 
ous deaths from falling buildings 
and poisonous gases.

The entire cere- 
mony which took place in the Clock Hall at the French 
foreign ministry was completed at 4:16 o'clock. 


Von Lersner, previously head of the German mission, 


signed the protocol of November 9 providing for libera- 
tion from indemnity for the sinking of the German war- 
ships at Scapa Flow and to insure the carrying out of the 
armistice terms. The signing of this document occurred 
in the office of the foreign ministry.

?rofits come figures giving the enor- 
mous profits of the British coal in- 
dustry. 


For the year 1917-18 the aggre- 


gate profit in the British coal indus- 
try, prior to the deduction of roy- 
alties and taxes, was approximately 
$150,000,000, counting exchange ati 
the normal rate. 


Interesting Facts. 


The total net profit of the 360 


corporations for which figures are 
given in 
the report made 'by Mo- 


Adoo- to the senate for the year 
1917, was $44,206,084, prior to the 
deduction of income taxes. 


The British figures do not show 


the percentage of profit to invested 
capital but they reveal other things 
just as interesting. 


In the year 1917-18 about $18,- 


000,000 went for royalties. 
This 


amount is deducted from the net 
profit. Other deductions from the 
profit figure are made for excess 
profits duty, coal mine excess pay- 
ments and income tax. 


Profit $75,000,000. 


However, after all deductions of 


this kind, there remained a final 
profit of almost $77,000,000. 


For the four war years—1914 to 


1917-18, the aggregate net profit 
of British coal mines, minus all de- 
ductions for royalties arid taxes, was 
something over $365,000,000. The 
year 1914-15 was the poorest year 
and 1916-17 the best; the profit in 
that year climbing to about $135, 
000,000.
